SELECTMENS MEETING 

Donald Kidder,Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, presided 
over his first meeting last Monday night and laid down a 
program for facilitating future meetings. Stating that he 
wanted the Selectmen present at 8 p.m. to read the warrants 
by 8:15, minutes of the previous meeting shall then be read, 
and the correspondence would be read by him aloud to the 
Board and individual action be taken as desired. 

This latter proposal drew a storm of protest from DeFelice 
and Hagerty, who stated that some nights the warrants would 
take longer than others, and that correspondence should be 
read by all present and initialed. Kidder explained that the 
time involved for personal scrutiny by members was wasteful 
and said that he was trying to do away with the current 
fashion of certain selectmen reading correspondence while a 
group or individual citizens may be present explaining a 
condition or situation. 

Housing Authority;Smith, McLean, Donahue and Urban Renewal 
Director James Franklin met with the Board to present the 
Contract for Financial Assistance to be signed by the Board 
of Selectmen. The contract, in amount of $550,000.00 was 
signed. 

Mr, Franklin gave a brief report concerning Stop and Shop, 
in which he stated that they (Stop & Shop)were most anxious 
to cooperate with Urban Renewal Authorities in every way. 

A letter was read from Town Counsel Buzzell on a ruling 
of the Sidelinker Kennel case. Acting on a report of 
inspection from Dog Officer LeBlanc in which he described 
the conditions of the area and amount of dogs (35), Mr. 
Buzzell filed a formal petition for contempt. 

A discussion of location of Little League ball parks came 
up and it was proposed by DeFelice that the T.M. call for 
the plans of the High School grounds and look into the 
possibility of clearing some existing wooded land for a 
p@rmanent diamond. The Board of Selectmen will meet with the 
School Committee, Monday, the 11th of May, to discuss this 
situation further. 

Town Manager Calabrese stated that the Wilmington Ford 
Sales was the successful (and only) bidder on the two 
police cruisers; 4-door sedans, standard shifts, at the cost 
of $2,070.30, 

T.M.Calabrese stated that the successful bidder on the 
town truck chassis was the Wilmington Ford, while the body 
was awarded to Lacey Truck Body Co., of Medford.

T.M.Calabrese gave an activity report for the past two 
weeks, in which he stated that he had 135 outgoing calls, 
117 incoming calls, 66 pieces of correspondence (not count- 
ing routine work), conferred with 92 visitors, met with 
and also the Permanent 
Building Committee, Personnel Board on Wednesday, Water 
Board on Thursdays, and managed Friday night for himself. 
It was the general opinion that Mr. Calabrese’s time was 
well taken up in his duties. 
Calabrese reported that his program for shopping around 
for prices on various department equipment h:
